CHINESE ON PLANTATIONS. . 


Tobacco planters im Doli roly upon 
Chinese coolies, who, so far, have answered 
admirably, But steady and adequate 
supplies of them depend upon the ‘whims 
of the Chinese Government, which may, 
at any time, restrict’ coolic. cmigration or 
put it under, haraesing control. Under 
these circumstances, tho planters aro 
thinking of roplucing them by ‘Invanése 
Isbourers, In bygone. years, Jnvanest’ 
were tried for this kind of work, but only 
half-heartedly, owing to the projudico in 
fayour of Chineso. Now, howover, a 
leading company has renewed tho oxperi- 
ment with a determination to give’ it a 
fair trial. Under these _conilitionss 
Jayaucse Jabour has given satisfaction 
enough to admit of tho oxperiment being 


continued.

THE RAILWAY IN YUNNAN. 

H.E. Viceroy Hui’ Linng, of the 
Yunkuei Provinces, wires to the Waiwupu 
protesting aguinst the granting of any 
monetary compensation to the relatives of 
the Italian workman of the French Railway 
Conpany in Yunnan, who was killed in 
consequence of trouble with the natives at 
Méngtze in the spring of 1906, 

He contends, says the “N. 0, Daily 
News,” that tho Italian’s denth was 
partinlly his own fault, as he ill-troated 
the native labourers under hie control: It 
is also stated that, as thord. are many 
foreigners employed on the Froneh rail- 
way, tho matter will be takon asa prece- 
dent by other countries, if the deceased’s 
family bo indemnified. 

Thus H.E. requests the Foreign Office 
to reject the demand of tho Italian Minister 
as far as indemnity is concerned, so ag 
to avoid endless disputes in future over 
similar incidents, 

H.E. Msi. is of opinion that such in- 
cidents cannot be prevented in view of the 
fierconess of foroign employees, chiefly 
Fronch and Italians, Most of these are 
of the labouring cluss, and they have under 
them large numbers of Chinese labourers, 
some of whom enlisted from Chihli and 
others from far away provinecs. The 
Viceroy adds that the Italian Consul at 
Méngtze refuses to open negotiations with 
the Customs Taotai there, though he has 
been repeatedly requested to do 80 by the 
latter.

_ Machine Guns In Use. 


Shortly after nine o'clock yesterday, 
says the ‘Seoul Press” of August 2, a 
skirmish. of “somewhat serious character 
took place inside tho Small West Gate.

4 — 
Finger-Print Identification. 

The finger-print ‘identification system 
hos. boon fully. installed in. the United 
States Army-and- Navy; and in. the short 
period it’ has been in’ operation there is 
alrendy ‘abundant evidence of its accuracy 
and cfligieney. In tho Navy the method 
iy under the chargo of the Bureau of 
Navigation, and in ‘the Army itis, under 
tho Adjutant-Goneral.” ; 

As regards tho Army, the medical officers 
havo charge of tho duty of. making and 
forsarding to Washington ‘Headquarters 
the required records, Tho identification 
record taken consists of finger prints, a 
personal description of the soldier, together 
wilh his photograph, pe Pe 

Tho apparatus for taking tho finger print 
cousista, says tho ‘ Army and’ Navy Ro- 
gister,” of n form holdox, an ink plate, arid 
tho roller for sprending the ink on the 
plato, a small quantity of ink boing squse2- 
ed from the tube and carefully rolled into 
athin oven film on theplate. There axo 
two kinds of immpressions—plain and rolled, 
A plain impression is obtained by prossing 
the bulb of the finger, with tho plane of 
tho nail purallol to the plane of the 
plate, on the inked plate, and then on the 
paper in the sme manner, A-rollod im- 
prossion .is obtuincd hy placing the side.of 
the finger on the inked plate, with thu plane 
of the nail at right anglos to the plane of 
the plato, and rolling the finger’over from 
one side to the other until the plane of the 
‘nail, is'agnin «t_right angles to the plane 
of the plato, Lut with the bulb surface of 
the finger facing in the opposite direction, 
thus inking the surfaco of the fiugor, and 
thon rolling the finger over the paper in 
[the same manner, in this way obtaining 
a clear impression ef the ridges on tho 
surface of the finger. 

In taking the impressions the operator 

is required to manipulate the hands of the 
subject, who-mist notadd to the pressure 
on ‘the ink plate or on, the paper, Tho 
rolled impressions aro first: taken and then 
tho plain impressions, the former boing of 
each finger on both hands, and the latter of 
all the fingers on tho right hand at ono 
time, and t! 
Té.any finger-ia missing or igs injured 
or.deformed so that no impression can bo 
obtained, the place for that. finger ix left 
blank and the defect noted in the personal 
description ¥ 

‘Aftor the impressions haye been taken, 
the personal doscription form is filled up, 
including an outline figure card, which 
enables tho record'to bo mado of principal 
identification marks, The soldter then 
signs his namo in a place provided for that 
purpose, and makes a plain impression of 
tho index finger of tho right hand in 
another placo, : 

Tho photographic record consists of two 
bust pictures, one a full front view and the 
other exactly in profile, In order to secure 
uniformity of-lighting, and consequently 
uniform negatives from all garrisons, flash- |:
